Mummies 7 Centuries Old 


Found in Indian Cave 


TUCSON.—Three perfectly pre- 
served mummies, complete with the 
feathered robes and trappings in 
which they were interred during the 
Thirteenth century, have been dis- 
covered in northern Arizona by Uni- 
versity of Arizona scientists. 

Headed by Dr. Emil Haury of 
the university staff, a party made 
the discovery in virtually unex- 
plored regions of the northeastern 
section of the state while searching 
for evidence and remnants of the 
great Pueblo culture of 700 years 
ago. 

The mummies were found in a 
holy shrine called the Painted Cave, 
apparently a place of worship for 
the Pueblo tribesmen. 

The bodies—one of a woman and 
two of children—were wrapped in 
robes of turkey feathers and ornate- 
ly colored blankets. 

Despite the fact that the mum- 
mies were almost seven centuries 
old, Dr. Haury said some of the 
feathered robes ‘‘were almost per-

Miss Sutter, who is the great- 
freat-great-niece of General Sutter, 
remembers stories that her grand- 
father, Henry Sutter, told about her 
illustrious uncle. Bit by bit she 
has pieced together a tale of strug- 
gle and disillusionment. 

Strange to say, the discovery of 
gold in 1848 and the rush of °49 
ruined General Sutter, smashing the 
wealth that he had been piling up 
for two decades. His unsettled es- 
tate, held in trust today by the state 
of California, reputedly amounts to 
a cool $82,000,000. 

Sailed Under False Name. 

“My great-uncle left Switzerland 
for the United States in 1803,’’ Miss 
Sutter said. ‘‘He left without a 
passport and under a false name, 
walking out on his wife and family. 
With pack horse he went to the 
West and settled on land granted to 
him by Mexican governors. Soon 
the fertile soil yielded riches in 
grain, cattle, fruit and vegetables.” 

After several years, Miss Sutter 
said, her uncle owned the sites of 
San Francisco, Sacramento, Rio 
Vista and Venicia. He had his own 
roads, tanneries, harness shops and 
mills and hired severa) hundred 
laborers, many of them shanghaied 
from Honolulu. 

He owned the first steam driven 
mill and was the first multi-million- 
aire in the United States. All of 
this happened before gold was dis- 
covered. 

Then came the mad, hysterical 
rush for the precious metal. Ali of 
General Sutter’s workers quit and 
went out to dig up his fields, burn 
his orchards and to stake claims on 
his property. Soon the vast estate 
was overrun with mobs. 

Won Suit Against State. 


“My uncle brooded over his mis- 
fortunes and decided to sue the state 
of California for taking over his 
roads, bridges and irrigation ditches 
as public property,’’ Miss Sutter 
said. ‘‘He demanded $25,000,000 
from the government and brought
